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BLOOMFIELD MAN ILL 
WITH TULARAEMIA 


< onfn mation of the diagnosis that 
Dan F. Roberts, ¡1, of Bloomfield, is 
suffering fron tularaemia, a rare dis­ 
ease transmitted by rabbits, was re­ 
ceived by the Brandon hospital this 
morning from the 
Missouri 
State 
Board of Health. 
.Mr. Roberts was brought here last 
Wednesday and placed in the hospital. 
Dr. F. L. Kneihert and 
other local 
doctors pronounced the disease tula­ 
raemia, but sent blood 
test to 
the 
State Board of Health to verify their 
contention. 
A message received this 
morning confirmed the diagnosis. 
Roberts became ill early last week, 
suffering from high fever, chills and 
,*in infection on one of his hands. Two 
or three days before he became ill, 
he was cleaning rabbits and stuck a 
bone in his right thumb. 
Tularaemia is a comparatively new 
disease discovered only recently 
by 
medical science. 
Rabbits suffer from 
the disease and while it is not 
no­ 
ticeable when they are cleaned, 
it 
may Ik transmitted in abrasions on 
the skin, through the eyes or 
thru 
broken places in the mouth. 
Recent issues of medical 
journals 
have given much space to explaining 
the new disease, and while some oth­ 
er such cases 
have 
been 
reported 
throughout the country, this is 
the 
first case on record in Southeast Mis­ 
souri, aeording to the belief of local 
doctors. 
A warning was recently issued by 
the State Game and Fish Department 
to hunters that in cleaning 
rabbits 
rubber gloves should be used. 
P ar­ 
ticular care should also he taken 
in 
cooking rabbits. 
If they are cooked 
well, germs that may be in the flesh 


will be killed and there is no danger 
that they will he transmitted. 
How­ 
ever, th« danger lies chiefly in clean­ 
ing them 
and 
preparing 
them for 
cooking. 
Medical journals explain that 
the 
disease will develop within two 
or 
four days. 
It is first noticeable 
by 
the high fever and occasional chills, 
accompanied by infection and enlarg­ 
ed glands near the place where 
the 
disease was transmitted. 
It is considered a very difficult <li-- 
ease to treat, and extremely slow. Lo­ 
cal doctors explain tularaemia acts in 
some respects similar to typhoid fev­ 
er and blood poison.

Board of Health. 
Mr, Roberts was brought here last 
Wednesday and placed in the hospital. 
l>r. h. I,. Kncibcrt and

doctors pronounce*! the disease tula­ 
raemia, but sent blood 
test to 
the 
State Board of Health to verify their 
contention. 
A message received this 
morning confirmed the diagnosis. 
Roberts bream** ill early last week, 
suffering from high fever, chills and 
an infection on one of his hands. Two 
or three days before he became ill, 
h** was cleaning rabbits and stuck a 
bone in his right thumb. 
Tularaemia is a comparatively new 
disease discovered only recently 
by 
medical science. 
Rabbits suffer from 
the disease and while it is not 
no­ 
ticeable when they are cleaned, 
it 
may b< transmitted in abrasions on 
the skin, through the eyes or 
thru 
broken places in the mouth. 
Recent issues of medical 
journals 
have given much space to explaining 
the new disease, and while some oth­ 
er such cases 
have 
been 
reported 
throughout the country, this is 
the 
first ease on record in Southeast Mis­ 
souri, acording to the belief of local 
doctors. 
A warning was recently issue*! by 
the State Game and Fish Department 
to hunters that in cleaning 
rabbits 
rubber gloves should be used. 
P a r­ 
ticular care should also he taken 
in 
cooking rabbits. 
If they are cooked 
well, germs that may be in the flesh 


will be killed and there is no danger 
that they will be transmitted.
